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DPD Recommendations
The Department of Planning and Development has reviewed the proposal and has concluded that the proposed project will
comply with the applicable policies of the Lakefront Plan of Chicago and the Purposes of the Lake Michigan and Chicago
Lakefront Protection Ordinance, especially regarding the following policies:
• Policy No. 2: The proposal will maintain and enhance the character of the lake shore parks by providing landscape 

improvements to this area of Midway Plaisance Park.
• Policy No. 4: The proposal will preserve the cultural, historical, and recreational heritage of the lakeshore park system 

by enhancing the recreational services for children and keeping the historic character of the Midway Plaisance. 
• Policy No. 6: The proposal will increase the diversity of recreational opportunities by providing a universally accessible 

playground designed to cater to the needs of physically, developmentally, and emotionally impaired users.
• Policy No. 8: The proposal will increase public safety by encouraging the use of the area during park hours.
• Policy No. 10: The proposal promotes a harmonious relationship between the lakeshore parks and the community 

edge by maintaining the current public paths and providing safe access to the lakefront.
• Policy No. 11: The proposal will help to improve access through the park with pathways that connect to the larger 

lakeshore parks.
• Policy No.13: The proposal will enhance the lakefront character through the improvement of recreational features. 
With respect to the Policies and Purposes not enumerated here, the Department of Planning and Development has
determined that they are not applicable or primary objectives of this proposal.

Based on the findings in this report, it is the recommendation of the Zoning Administrator that the Chicago Plan Commission
approve Lake Michigan and Chicago Lakefront Protection Ordinance Application No. 777 as being in conformance with the
provisions of the Lake Michigan and Chicago Lakefront Protection Ordinance.
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
